Gentlemen, 


Committee being 2Þpointed to draw up a Bill for ſettling An Eaſt-India 


Company, no heſitation remained whore to Addreſs the enſuing Papers to, 
they properly belonging to your ſelves ;, they were drawn up two years ſince 
for the jatisfaion of an eminent worthy Member of the preceding Par- 
liament, and npon its diſſolution was thrown wholly &y, but is now judged conve- 
nient to be publiſhed, hoping it may be of ſome good uſe, ſeeing. that the ſame work 
is on foot again and in greater forwardneſs; the diſtance of time fron its drawing 


up may have altered circumſtances, ſo as that ſome md s and propoſals may 


have abatement of their Energy, particularly that in the concerning Tunnaz7e 
is now of no ſipnificancy more than to ſhew the kinds the Author to them ; 
but in all other things with a ſmall all:wance it may ſerve indifferently for the pre- 
ſent Meridian. 


Many and various are the direflions and propoſals that are offered, but none of 
them at all contrary bit agreeable to the Regulations concerted by the Houſe, but 
more inlarged and dilated; ſome there are wholly new as in p.8.y. 12.to 18. all which, 
| as they are projetted for the enlargement and ſecurity of the Trade and great Advan- 
tage of the Nation throughout, will no doubt be well taken notice of and be ſeriouſly 
| pondered and weighed by you ; ard if approved of, inſerted in the draught; Read ſe- 
| ricufly, Judge deliberately : Two grand Obje@ions are every where vigerouſly buZz'd 
| about Ly the Company and their Friends, to hinder the Mutation of this preſent 
| Stock and Management. One is that a Change is huce!y for the Dutch Advantage, 
thai thy would give 5000001. to kave a new one ejtabliſhed : We are jure the Dutch 
are creat [/ Iwbands of their Mony, and part nc with it but upon advantage 0us 
Terms, which how they will find in a new Company rightly eſtablijked (as they have 
| plainly done in the Old One) is not eaſie to apprehend. It muſt be conceded the 
| Dutch «s Traders to India have been awavs Cordiil Fueries to us; and in all 
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' #s but to cloud the private Intrigue carried on here; thus ſome treache 
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g's grven full Aſſurances thereof ; "tis with them as with Hannibal, ſworn in hi 
Childhood at the Aitar never to have Peace with the Romans ; agree ble whereto are 
the Inſtrudtions and Ations . their Servants at all times and in all places. Hence 
the Spice Trade was raviſhed from ws, our Men ſlain with moſt Larbarous unexam- 
pled cruelty at Amboyna, and many other Places and Trades were we deceived of 
formerly without any publick reparation, but in this Companies time the Dutch have 
made their Advances quick, and thick + freſh in Memory is their robbing us of Ma- 
caller, ſweeping away Poleroon a Spice Iſland, but through Corruption and Bribery 
never improved by the Company; jo likewiſe Bantam, Jambee, and ab Deperde:cies, 
a vaſt Trade mightily _— to the Nation; ſev:ral places on the Coaſt of Indiaz 
and then the great Prejudice they did us, and Streights they put us to on the Weſt 
Coaſt, tho no Advantage in the ſeaf to them, being a perfe® malicious AF : And 
indeed whatever they have ſet upon hath been gone thorough with great eaſineſs, and 
ſubmitted to with eminent tameneſ5, and the reafon is all along the India Concern hath 
been eſteemed a bare Mercantile Affair, ſo that th: Nation hath never interpoſed. 
When did the Company ever Addreſs the Parliament npon any of theſe Accounts ? mo, 
they knew they were wpon an illegal wrong bottom, ſo durſt not appear before them, 
and of themſelves they had. not Stock, wherewith to cope and evgage with the Ad- 
verſary, and rather than Ajſiſtance ſhould be given they have bowed down tho to 
the Nations great injury, patching up Afairs as well as they could ty private Cr- 
reſpondencies, which the Dutch underſtand as well as the French; and ſometimes to 
colour the buſineſs making a great noiſe and buſtle, ſending a Foreigner to demand 
ſarisfaion and arjuſt Differences, and it may be make ſome Preparations, Fr all 

Go- 
wernours in our days (we may now forget York and Stanley) when they have made 
their private pa# with the Enemy, will burn and ravage all out parts, drain all they 
can from the Inhabitants, and then with a ſpecious Treaty make a rendition; and then 
the Scene is over. So that its impoſſible for any in their Wits to believe the Dutch Favo- 
rers of a New, and Enemies to the preſent Company, with whom they have ſuch pri- 
vate Concerts, and whom they find ſo eaſie an Enemy, having often foiled them, they 
know their ſtrength and can cruſh them as they pleaſe. Now to cure this, it need 
0t be ſaid delenda eſt Carthago, but let our Trade be ſettled on as firm a ba/is as 
theirs ts, by making it National, and a Trade of the State, with a real ſubſtantial 
ſufficient fund, as 1s proprſed in this Scheme, we ſhall then ſtand upon even ground, 
and be able to cope ww on all occaſions, having as good ſupport as themſelves, 


and onr State tobac irs to back them, and nothing elſe will preſerve us from 
their Encroachments. SWWaat its rather to be judged the Dutch would on the contrary 
give 500000l. to have this Company continued, than a new one ſettled z it being ſo 
much for their Intereſt if to be compaſſed, the proſpett of a New Company ſettled as 
propoſed being, as all obſerving Ferſons in Holland now, like « Dagger at the heart 
of the Dutch Company, 


The other ObjeJion is, that the Concern of Widows and Orphans will ſuffer by 
this Mutation ;, it doth not appear who theſes Widows and Orphans are, there be. 
ing but few upon the laſt liſt, ana fewer that were con(jderably concerned, it being 
cuſtor:ary for Widows to ſell cut as ſoon as the Husband dyes, having any great 
Stock « ſo that not the tithe of any Widows Eſtate may be computed to be therein. 
It's ſom:what ſtrange the Orphans and Widows ſhould be the Obje@ of the Compa- 
nies care, they have made many ſuch deplorable Objeds, but this is the firſt Inſtance 
of any Compaſſion in them, and tis from ſome by ends becauſe not univerſal z fir why elſe 
ſoreald not the poor $t. Helenian, as well as the rich London IW:dows be rezard- 
ed? But to be ſhort if the Account delivered into the Houſe be true, there can be 
2 loſs, and if otherwiſe, thoſe that have been concerned any con/1derable time can 
k ave but cery ſmall loſs if any, having been Partakers of large Dividends, and thoſe 

that

that have come in lately (of which there may for ſmall Sun:ms poſſubly be one or 
two) have had fair warning to take heed year after year, and if yet they will 
venture, who ſhall take care for them ? They have had time to ſell and yet may; if 
Perſons come in upon illegal Foundations and Titles they take their lot, the State 
3s nit cbliged to make them good. Many a Widow and Orphan are cheated, and 
ſometimes of all they have by deceitful Mortgages and bad Titles, and ſo remain 
without remedy; Perſons may fall into a condition that may be pitied, bt not re- 
dreſſ:d as every term gives inſtances of. Theſe Widows and Orphans if any there 
be, hate becn Partakers of all benefits in the Dividends made upon the Goods 
brought home by Andrews and that Crew obtained by Plunderings, Spoiles, Pi- 
racies, Ec. and that without ſhewing any remorſe; there being no inſtance of any 
Proteſt made againſt the ſame in the behalf of either Widow or Orphan, and is it 
injn (tice that they who without any ſcruple freely and pleaſingly ſhare of all Advau- 
tages in evil ways do alſo partake of the bitter fruits if any be ® What care 
bath been taken for the Widows and Orphans that ſuffer by the Excl equer 2 
and yet that is a kind of Crown debt. What hath hitherto been done in behalf 
of tle Orphans of London after ſo many years Attendance, whoſe caſe differs 
much and more to be pitied & They had moſt of them their all therein, and 
theſe b.t'a pittance z, their mony was forced into the Chamber by the Law of the 
Land, ſo that the State ſeems anſwerable in honour at leaſt for their monies : Thiſe 
canie in freely and upon an unjuſt Title contrary to the Laws of the Land, and 
that known beforehand. But to turn ths Tables there is no leſs of axy thing likely 
t0 come to the Widews, &c. The Chief Managers and Gainers giving ſecurity to 
make god their Principle and there is no deſign in this Scheme to take away a 
Farthing of what is theirs. The New Subſcribers come not in to partake of any thirg 
of theirs, but to ſhare of their own, the liberty of Trade; and no one can complain 
when nothing of theirs 3s taken away, but they enjoy whatever is their own be it 
little or mnch; ſo that all the noiſe and clamour about Widows and O:phans wva- 
niſhes like dew againſt the Sun. Uprn the whole tho theſe People have inall points 
belaved themſelves with great indecency, rudeneſs, and ingrat/tude, taking all op- 
portunities to reflect upon what th? Flouſe hath done, notwithſtanding all the kind» 
neſs, favour, and ſuperabundant mercy they have been treated with, ſo as no Socie- 
ty of Veop'e ever were, confidering the woful circumſtances they are under z they have 
had the Trade to themſclues for ſome 34 years, and ſtill nothing will pleaſe them 
Lut a Continuarce, and all the reſt of the Nation to be dijſ»ized of their Right there- 
to; but its hojed by the benigne 1» flaence of the Houſe, ſuch a Model will by your 
w:/c/oms be agreed on and carried in as may rejozce the hearts of all true Eregliſh- 
men, ty jeiiling this great Trade upon its trus Bajts, Liberty a»d Property.

Towards a , 
SCHEME oo MODEL 


Erecting axd Eſtabliſhing 
ef New National Eaſt-India Fyynt-Stock, or Compary, 


Honoured SI R, 
wegS-<> Shall not make any Apologie in Excuſe for a Non-compliance 
AP. with what you require of me, my Duty to my Country, and the 
' Obligation I am under to you, not permitting me to deny what 
* my poor weak Endeavours may be thought to contribute in ſo Nati- 
+ onal, and neceſſary a Work; humbly requeſting your favourable 
OZ = Conſtruftion and Interpretation of what may fall from a Pen 
Er == 8 mnaccuſtomed to any Publick Service ; this Province might 
more peculiarly belong, to ſome of thoſe many who have come from thoſe Eaſtern Parts 
much later, and taken up their Reſidence in the great City, whereby they have had 
better opportunities of making more clear praftical Obſervations , and particular 
Isſpetions into all the late Tranſattions of the Afﬀairs of India, than one ſequeſtred 
from all Buſineſs and Traffique, and withdrawn to a more retired life. But ſeeing 
have ſingled me out, I ſhall, reſting npow your Candour, preſent you with my 
ſerious Thoughts, touching the carrying on the Eaſt-India Trade; i» the moſt Nati- 
onal ard Beneficial way for this Kingdom 3 and that abſtraQted from any particu- 
lar Picque againſt this preſent Stock, or any ſiniſter Intereſt or Deſign of my own; 
Fer, bleſſed be God, I am under no ſuch Temptation; but what ſhall be offered, 
will be the Reſult of the beſt of my Judgment, upon Experience, Advice, and O6- 
ſervation of what hath been tranſafed and ſucceeded, and the Nature of the Afﬀair 
fo far as it hath come to my Conniſance. It could have been wiſhed, that ſuch a 
Work, as this youdefire, had been prevented, and that the Company themſelves, when 
invited thereto by the extreme Generoſity of the Honourable Committee of Parkia- 
ment, would have ſo far complied with the Figure which their Quality ſeems to 
make in the Land, as to have preſented them with ſuch a Draught or Scheme, 
as might have anſwered their End and Propoſal, by comprehending and _— 
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ail the Subjets of England, willirg to come in, their Birth-right intitling thorn 
z hereto, wpon ſuch a Conſtitution and Settlement as might have removed all t/: 
Clamors again/t them as a Monopoly, and wiped off ſomewhat of the Odiunr ef 
the Nation, contratted on themſelves by many former, unjuſt, illegal Ations. But 
behold! inſtead of Ambaſſadors of Peace, they appear as Heralds of War: Wha: 
means elſe the propoſing to have themſelves confirmed in that meſt arbitrary Power 
they had illegally aiſumed or procured 2 What means that unreaſonalle Propoſai 
to have the ſame preſent Conſtitution ſo much complained of ro be confirmed ? 
What means it that nothing is offered material for enlarging and making the Trad: more 
National, advantageous, ard diffuſive to the Subjef > Why is nothing propoſed for 
the amoving the great Grievances and motorions Injurics the Nation complains the 
Monopolizing this Trade has brought upon it £ But the whole Burthen of their 
Papers and Propoſals is to @ngroſs all in their few Hands, as before 5 and confer 
an Enlargement of POWters, tho they had moſt horribly abuſed what they had be- 
fore illegally ebtained5 as the numerous Complaints. that have been exhibited a- 
gainſt them to the Honourable Houſe of Commons the laſt and this Seſſions; and the 
Votes that have paſſed upon Hearing ſome of them, ſufficiently evince: whence plain- 
ly appears the great Inconveniency, the little Aſſiſtance, and Succeſs that reſults 
from conſulting with ſuch Perſons for remedying Miſcarriages and Abuſes, whoſe In. 
tereſt it is to have thems continued 4 and in truth, it was no more than what was 
foreſeen and foretold by many. And fince Perſons of ſo great a Charatter, there 
* Feing among them of the Equeſtrian and Senatorian Order Conciliarii nati, and us- 
: der ſuch high Obligations by the luxuriant Favour of the Honourable Committee, 
can, ſo hardly be mr in any meaſure to forego or releaſe ſomewhat of their 
private Intereſt for a more National good, it will not be by any means adviſecable 
to have any Recourſe to ſuch, what Pretenſions ſoever they make, that they want 
0 due Tenderneſs for the Trade and the Nations Intereſt, whilſt the refifying 
thereof by any new or ſuitable Model be contrary to their private Intereſt, and ſo 
their Inclination; which will engage thevs to caſt Rubbs and Difficultics 2» the 
way rather than to (mooth zt to Rach a Work : Therefore it ſeems more conducive 
to the accompliſhing or perfefting ſo good and National a Defign; that rather the 
Complainants, aud ſuch as have been converſant and are well verſed in the Affair, 
having no Intereſt, that is, in this preſent Stock, be called and defired to give their 
Aſſiſtance, who may on good grounds be ſuppoſed to be better able to give Light in- 
to the Occaſion of all the Abuſes and Miſmanagements, and dire alſo to the 
true an# moſt likely Methods for the regulating and reQtifying of them, which 2t's 
hoped will be taken into due Confideration. Now to come nearer to the matter in 
hand, it will be neceſſary that ſome Poſtulata's be laid down as previous to an An. 
ſwer to the Queſtion, they leading direfly thereto, and are as followeth : (Viz) 
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L. Tz AT Foreign Trafique and Commerce, as 'ris abſolutely neceſſary unto, ſo is the 
Great Privilege and National Concern of this Kingdom, and among others none 


more National than the Eaſt-India Trade, 


2. That the People of England, being a Free People, have an inherent, real, juſt, undoubted, 
Natural Right to the National Foreign Commerce of this Kingdom , and fo particularly 


to that of Eaſt- India. 


23- That the Commerce and Traffique of this Nation may ( by thoſe to whom is in- 
eruſted the Legiſlative Power and Sovereign Authority) be regnlated, circumſcribed, and- 
modelled into wholeſom Methods, for the more eafte, ſecure, Orderly, Natwnal and pro- 


ficable carrying on the ſaid Negotiarzon. 


4- That the Limitations, Circumſcriptiorts , Regulations, Models, Standards, &«c. uſed 
in the Methodizing of Trade, ought to agree with, and not be repugnant to the Funda- 
mental Conſtitutions of this Nation and Native Freedom of the Subjet ; therefore the 
Terms of Admiflion for Adventurers to Trade ſhould be eafie and large to the increaſing 
of Commerce and not zarrow and difficult in the Nature of illegal Monopolies, which, 
of what ſort ſoever, are contrary to the Freedom of the Subject, and abſolutely deſtrugive 


to the Nation and Trade thereof. 


5. That as ſome Foreign Trade may beſt be negotiated by being open to all that will 
come thereinto at pleaſure ; ſo others may beſt be carried on by _ Regulations, and 
Circumſcriptions, as either by ſeparate Managements under a general Society and Go- 
verno, by particular Admiſſions into the ſame by Inheritance, af is Service, or by Re- 
demption upon Terms, eafie to the Subje&, as 15 or ſhould be the Caſe of that of the 
Turkey Company and Merchant Adventurers and other Companies ; or elſe Conjun#ly, by a 
Feynt Stock and Management, and particulary the Eaft- India Trade ( for Reaſons too long 
here to be inſerted) is generally agreed by all, may beſt be managed in a publick Ns- 
tional Way, by a well-founded Joynt-Stock and Management both as to the Honour and 
Advantage of the Nation, and Profit of the Adventurers. | 


6. That the preſent Company, or Joynt-Stock, hath a very narrow, unnational, illegal 
Foundation, a Small Stock vaſtly diſproportionate to the immenſe Trade of the Eaft-Indies, 
whereby it ſtrongly {avours of a Curſed Monopoly (or is abſolutely the ſame) very ill Terms 
of Settlement, its Conſtitution being greatly perniciozs to the Whole Nation and the {aid Trade 
of In1:a ; the multiplying Votes, according to the repeared quantity of Stock, putting it into 
the Power of a few over grown, rich, ll. diſpoſed, Malignant Perſons, by Combination and 
Confederacy to ingrols and Monepdize the faid Trade and Management thereof wholly 
to themſelves, ( as 15 the Cale at this day) thereby rendring that Great Afﬀair of the 
India Trade from publick and National (as it ought to be) a particular private Intereſt 
and Benefit ; to the irreparable Damage of the Subje in his Right and Property, and open- 
ing a Way to his entire Deftr«c/ion, by having fo vaſt and important Concern of the Na- 
tion in the Di/po/al of ſo tew hands, and ſuch as cannot be eſteemed Friends to the pre- 
ſent Settlement, Good of the Subjec# or Nation ; ws Conſtitution being calculated for the 


Advancement of Arburary Power, 


7. That the Arbitrary Management of this Company by the Governor and Commit- 
tees, hath all along conduced to, and greatly advanced the introducing Popery, Slavery, 
and Tyranny into this Nation, during the Reigns of the two laſt Kings, (more eſpecially 
lince the Year 16$1.) by too great Severities in unhappy unexampled ways exerciſed to- 
wards and upon the Fr&@-bo2n Subjets of England, their Perſons, Goods, Eſtates, and Ls 
bert:es, as has been made evident at the Bar of the Yonourable Youſe ot Commons. 
And by Hoſtthties and Depredations unreaſonably exerciſed towards the Subjedts of the 


G:eat Mogul and other Petentates in India and Parts adjacent, together with a continued 
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Series of unhappy, indiſcreet Conduct of their whole Afﬀairs. has alteaay cepnved 3-2 
Nation of Trade in Bengale, Surat, and other Places, and pur the reſt and whole ot tha: 
invaluable Trade of Eaſt-India upon the utmolt hazard of being metirably, wirerly, and 


frrecoverably loſt to the Nation. 


$. The preſent Condition of this Company , ati Poſture of its Aﬀairs are ſach, as 
ſzem to declare the Managers thereof unfit, uncapab/:, for carrying on the Trade, or ever 
bringing it into any good Condition or Metho again, having through Charges, Loſes, 
Dividends, &c. come to the End of their Stock, and it's fear'd, run it much in Debe ; 
and by a continued trying new Projes and Tricks, the whole Trade s come to a doleful 


languiſhmg State, inlomuch, 


9. That unleſs ſome ſpeedy Courſe be immediately taken tor removing the Manage- 
ment of this Trade out of the hands of theſe ConduFors, and putting it under the Con- 
du of abler Guides : 1 may be of unconceivable Damage to this Kingdom 1n having 
the Care of our Trade in Isdia longer negle&ed, upon which its utter Ruine and Loſs 
may enſue, and it will be a fad Adies that muſt be given to it. 


10. That this is an Opportune Seaſon for the making ſuch Alteration as may be uſeful 
for the better carrying on this ſo great Concern to the Nation ; the People of England 
in general, Soany xa ly ſenſible of the great deſtructive Mzs/carriages it hath lain under, 
nt the Parliament of England now fitting on Inqueſt for redrefling Grievances : there- 
fore in Conſideration of the Premiſſes, That the Ezft-Ingia Trade 15 of a valt National Imper- 
tance, to which the whole Nation hath an «nqueſtionable Right ; and foraſmuch as the 
preſent Company or Joynt-Stock hath an illegal Foundation , and very improper Conſticu- 
270, whereby and through the indiſcreet Condut and Management of their Aﬀairs, chey 
have brought themſelves under very unhappy Circumſtances, infomuch that the Trade 
of India is in part lof, and all under utmeſt Hazards, themſelves under an Izcapability of 
remedying the ſame, and it not being fate, or for the National Intereſt, that they be 
any longer intruſted with the Management of ſo great a Concern, and this being the 
moſt proper Seaſon that is like to happen, for the ſerling this ſo important a Trade upon 
a National Foundation and Conſtitution 5 therefore in Anlwer to the Queſtion propoſed, 
How the Eaſt-India Trade may be beſt managed in a National way for publick Benefit ? It 1s 
humbly concluded as the belt. ; 


That this preſent Company or Joynt-Stock be immediately diſſelved, and a New 
Joynt-Stock or Company be erefted by New Subſcriptions, and eſtabliſhed by a Parlia. 


mentary Sandtion, 


Altho it were to be wiſhed this had been done much ſooner, ſeven or eight years ſince 
before it fell ſo greatly under thoſe moſt deplorable Male-adminiſtration;,and the Commiſſion 
of thofe many Atrocious Crimes which have ſince then enſued ; as was in great Wil- 
dom propoſed by a great Perlon among themſelves, and backt with 
ſtrong Reaſons, and was alſo much preſſed by many Merchants and Ph:loparrs, Chap. 2. 
others, out of a Proſpet of what hath ſince come to paſs, but was paz. 19, 11. 
then obſtrufted by the then Managers, and concerned by ſome un- 
due unbecoming Applications to Court for their own private Emoluments and Defigns 
(tho to the eyſleving and deſtroying the Nation) ARions being then high, che Trade in 
great Reputation, © bſcribers would have been very forward ; whereas we are now 1n- 
gulphed in War at home and abroad, the Nation full of Diſcontents, the Eaſt- India 
Trade in a moſt hazardous Condition, a lamentable dark State of it appearing from Is- 
dia ; but however it being a Work conceived of abſolute Neceflicy co the Nation, thoſe 
that are convinced of its Importance and Adveniage to this Kingdom , and value their 
Rygbr.thereto, will no doubt (having the firm, legal, and incouraging Baſis of an A# 
of Parlament to reſt upon) lignalize their Love and Duty to their Country, themſelves 
and Poſterity, by becoming ready Subſcribers to a New National Legal Foynt-Stock, thac 
ſo ſuch an imeftimable Fewel, as the Trade of India , may not /ink or be loſt ro the Na- 
tion.

Se.ondly, Thoſe and their Conftidents, who formerly were in the Management and 
Combination, {which 1s added, becaute there were ſome wortiy Pc. lons Managers, and 
not of the Contederacy) but by a prevailing Party were juſtly enough turned out ; thele 
(and is it any Wonder ?) are diſcontented they ate out of the Sold], arr! long to be 1n 
again. and know, that upon a new Conſturuton they ſhall never > choſen ; therefore 
are to! continuing this Company and its Conſtirution in the main, only are wiiling to 
ſome unmomentous Alterations, hoping thereby 1n their litrle Cunning to Mount again ; 
thev are willng to acknowledge a great Milmanagement, (as + iced there 15) and to 
lay a heavy Load of Guile upon the preſent Managers (as indeea tnev defe: ve) cipecially 
upon that great Perſon who tilenced them, and 1s indeed for Av:lity 4per.vr to them all, 
and for Integrity equal at leaſt to-any ot them : and if they can b» any means get him 
removed (ot whom they ſtand in ſuch dread) and the C ompany and Conftitution 1n 
the main continued, they hope the day 15 their own , and this fee 's the pertect Drift 
and Detig: ot that Scheme you mention, which undotibredly v2. drefied up by their 
own {Iv Cok. But thould this take place, the Kemedy would bs hike the Difeale, tor 
Ambittin, Pride, and mnvinc:6/e Ioncrance, &c would have the Reins, and io all would 
again tall ro Conſuſton ; thereiore not to be practiſed. | 


Thirdly, Thoſe who are the preſent Managers, and fuch whote Intereſt 1s linked 
with them, theſe are Torrb and Nail for continuing this Sto k and 115 Confticurion, that 
they may {till »:/e and enrich themielves thereby. Now both theſe later Parnes are Ene- 
mes enough to cach other, bur for their own private: E:2ds to the pubizxck Detriment do 
joyn herein, and are they alone that butie themlieives, and make fuch « Norſe about 
preſerving this Stock and 1ts Management, according to its pref2nt Arbitrary Conſt itution ; 
or {o that ſtill the Dommen and Power may remain among them, and who can admire 
that Otana ve crved up by Demetrius and his Company 7 Sceing that by the lame they 
get their Wealth : and fu ly upon apprehention of a Ditfolutinn of this Company,

is left unturned, hence 'ts that ſome diſrobe themſelves of their Quality, and give ſuch 
Attendance, even hike common Sohlcitors, making cloſe impertinent Applications with 
the invention of many a needlels falſe Storv, tro amuſe the unwary ; hence their rea- 
dineſs with Golden Showers to ſprinkle and powre where it might Frutthe. Aut Blef. 
ſed be God they have not to deal with an wngenerous corrupt Conrt : So that it's hoped 
all their Labour, Toit; and Golden Influences, will be in vain; and as in thedavs of 
their Power , they refuſed ro hear the Cryes, the Tears, the Groans ot the Op- 
preſſed, the Fatherleſs, the Widow 1n their great Diſtreſs, and under the Effulion of that 
Blood which yer hes uncovered, and calls ro Heaven tor Vengeance; fo it may be {1p- 
poſed the day is now come that juſt Judgment ſhall be executed, whether i be unto 
Life, Baniſhment, or Confi/cation : and that as a Nuſance they be ditſolved, never to have 
any Entruſtments of Power more, but made a Nebuſtan ; and a new Legal one Erected. 
And becauſe in your laſt advice, you ſay, the great Queſtion is, Whether a New Com- 
pany, or the Old one Vamped, Enlarged, Rectihed, and Gratted, according to the 
Model youmention; tho what is in the Premiſals, was all that was deiigned upon that 
Head : Yet 1n regard ſuch great Intereſt you lay is made ( and no wonder) for the 
latter, and that 1t has obtained much with ſome of Emunency, 1's necellary to be dij- 
lated on. But underſtanding the ſame work has been undertaken by abler Hands in 
ewo ſeveral Tracts, and give great ſatisfaion, being already Publiſhed, as I am told ; 
ſo I refer you thereto; and ſhall only add a ſmall matter on that Head, and then 


come to the next Point. 


1. This preſent Company upon its Ere&tion would not, nor did they, Graft upon 
the former Stock, then in a very low tho not in the ſame condition this now is in; 
nor was there through out all the Stocks that have been for this Trade (and there 
have been many) any ſuch thing done as Graftmg on a tormer ; fo that being a Now I y, 
it may be conceived the more impracticable : And lezing this Company would not 
admit ſuch a thingupon their Eſtabliſhment; it ſeems leſs reaſonable for them to defire it to 
be allowed them, or tor the Parliament to admit of it. 


2. To Graft upon this preſent Company, ſeems abſolutely againſt the Right of the 
Free-bors Subje&t of England, no mean Infiringment of, Magna Charta: Which the Pec- 
ple of England have always claim'd, and adventured their Lives and Fortunes ſo oft and 
freely, and fo /arely alſo, in its behalf. Every of the SubjeRts of England hath a Native 
Right to the Foreign Trade of this Kingdom, and therefore ought, in all conjoined ex- 
clutive Stocks, to have his natural Liberty allowed him to come in upon equal terms 
with others his fellow Subje&ts; which he will be deprived of in this way ot Grafting : 
Being that after that Propoſal, a very few of the Nation will have continued to them, 
and in their Hands, above Three parts of Four of this ſo great Trade, and the whole 
Nation befides ſhall not have a quarter part of the Trade : Which will be ſo eminent a 
Violating the Right of the Subject, as it cannot be imagined that any within your 
Walls can either propoſe or plead tor. 


3. This preſent —_— is a ſuperlative tranſcendent Monopoly, treble refined, not 
only a Monopoly upon the Nation, in fecluding it from the Kingdom 1n general, and con- 
fining it to ho City of Londen, but even upon the Company themſelves, in impound- 
ing it in the hands of a very tew Perſons, who receive molt of che Benefit thereot'; and 
therefore not tobe Grafted upon, being it will ſtill, according to the preſent Conſtitution, 
remain as a great Grievance to the Nation, and the reſt of the Adventurers that are 
not admitted into the Cabal: And how much it imports the Commons of England 
to reſcue ſo great an Afﬀair ( it being or may be, its moſt certain, a full fifth Part of 
the Foreign Trade of the Nation,) out of the hands of ſuch perſons as Monopolize 
and make a Prey thereof; and to ſettle the fame! in ſuch a National Method, 
and in ſuch Hands thereby, as that all thoſe that have right thereto, and are willing to 
join therein, may partake of the Benefit thereof, will ſurely be well contidered by their 
Honours : And how little a ſhare do they delerve therein, who endeavour to rob the 


reſt of the Nation of the whole thereot ? 


4. The Grafting upon this Stock, muſt needs be againſt the Inclinations of any per- 
ſons ot Sagacity and Conſcience, conſidering the many numerons and great Troubles 


they areplunged into with the Subje&s of Eng/and, thro many too violent, bitter,and L[llega] 


Actions, to preſerve this Monopoly to themlielyes, contrary to the Fundamencal Laws

of the Nation, and Rights of the Subjet, Thus is too ſad a Theme to be expatiated up- 
on: Sol ſhall ſay no more ot 1t. 


5- The Grafing upon this Stock, may endanger the loſs o! the whole Trade of 
India : We already ſce to how low an ebb its come, the Trae of Bengale and Surarr, 
and of other places, being left or abdicated by their withdrawing trom them; and the 
invaluable Iiland of Boonbay, that grear Emporum of I»4:2 (as lome of them /*rangely 
term 1t) taken trom them, and Poſletied by the Mozu!”s People ; and ail our Trade elle- 
where in danger, being wholly art the Mercy ot the Indans. And thete Gentlemen ha- 
ving brought Aﬀairs to this paſs; ſeems it in the leaſt reaſonable ro continue them in 
the Management, but rather that it be immediately removed out ot their hands 2 leaſt 
there comes upon the Nation an enure loſs of this ſo important a Trade, there appear- 
ing no other way of retrieving and conſerving theteot. 


6. The Grafting upon this Stock ſeems not art all adviſable, in regard ot thae pertet 
rooted bitter Emnity that. appears in the prefent Managers and Caballiſts, and many the 
concerned againſt anv the Subjects of England, that clum and detwe the enjoyment ot 
that Right and Liberty the Law of the Land allows them : This 1s fo uncontrolably 
evident, as the moſt hardened Forhead cannot gainſav. It would be too tedio!.'s to make 
an Enumeration of particulars in the P: of=cutions that have been made againſt the Sub- 
jects of England; being upon their lawtul Occafions, and acting according to the Laws; 
but againſt the Compamics In:veſt, What rigorous Ulage had the Andaluſians ? 
How heavy a Charge was laid againſt them of Piracy, to have taken away all their 
Lives as well as Goods? And how well they proved u, the Honourab!: Commurtee of 
Parliament can well rememb:r. What they farther d1d by their Orders in India and here, 
ſhall at prefeat bz pailed over in filence: Only I ſhall note, That th? Andaluſians were 
Impeached by the Company of the very ſame Crime here, which they themſelves were 
acting bv th-1: Servants and Orders in India at the felf-ſamerime: And if ic were ſo Cri- 
nunal 1 the Andaluſians; why it thould be fo highly praiſe-worthy 1n the Company, 
ſeems dilticuit to conceive. Nor doth the Bitterneſs of their Spirits appear lefs noto- 
T1ous at preſent, inſomuch that even civil Converſe 1s not admitted by them ; and all 
that arc not juſtly of their Minds for the continuance of this Stock, contrary to the 
Laws of the Land and Right of the SubjeR, arc ſtigmatized with the inviduous Names of 
Incerlopers,and Enemies to the Company and the Crown; on purpoſe,as may juſtly bz con- 
ceived, to make a Faction and Party. And can Two walk together if they ve not agreed ? No 
more can any good arife from the Vamping this Company by a Conjunction of Stocks, while 
they are at (o great Emnity with thoſe that defire a ſhare in Trade with them ; to. ſhould 
there be anv mixture of Conncils, what Agieement would there be? Nay rather, what 
Claſhings would there not be, every Trifle occationing a Tempelt ? and what muſt be the 
event, but that the Hatred in the Old Caball:ts againit thoſe that ſhould Gratt or Vamp, 
would bring great Detriment, if not Deſtruction on the whole * Tigers and Wolevs may 
be Chained, but their Natures not changed; theretore not fately ro be converled with 
by the harmleſs and innocent. Sure 1t is, withour ſome Harmony in Atfection, there 
can be no pleaſant, profitable, intimate Converlation ; and chele Gentlemen, the preſenc 
Managers, have by a many years continued Series of Conduct, given molt evident De- 
monſtration of the unhinels of therr Temper, tor any ſuch Conjuncttion and Commus- 
nion; and the unrelenting Hardnels of Heart that undemibly appears upon them art this 
day, ſufficiently maniteſts their Dilpotition unaltered, and moſt difficultly, it ac all change- 
able; ſo that the Proverb holds good ; The Erhiopian changeth not bis Skin, nor the Leopard 


bis Spots. 


7. This Company 1s of a moſt :2noble Extra# and Original, having its firlt Serrlement 
in times of great Confutlion ; bing lncorporated by Ol:wver Cromwell, about the time when 
what he called a Parliament, declared and inaugurated him Lord Protector of thele Na- 
tions ; and leems to be one ot 11s firſt Royal Donatives, or rather a ſpecimen of his 1n- 
tended Government, it being exquititely adapted thereto, by its plenty of Arbitrary Claules : 
Whuch the concerned app!chending (as may be ſuppoled} ſome Benetie by, might by fit 
means procure to be connued in the Charter obtained of King Charles the Second, 
upon his Reſtoration; which was no other 1n reality than a Confirmation or Eſtabliſh- 
ment of th2 former, there being no new Subſcriptions, nor Srock, or Perſons, but 
the ſame without any Enlargement, or alteration. Now this was tar trom being 
a National Joynt-Stock in its Rz/e, 1n regard it had its beginning and was fet on toot, as 
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it were in hugger mugger, without any due publick notice given to all parts, and in a 
time when the greateſt part of the Nobility, Gentry, and Metchants of the Land, could 
not, or drrft not Sub{cribe, and many others bur very little, having been under the Fines 
and Sequeſtra:ims of of Obnuxious to An Inquiſition by the Petentates oft Haberdajhers-Hall aone 
of which contmued a Cen/er to his dying Day, ornear it, in the Commuttee, for their Di- 
rectionand Inſtruction, no doubt, in {i.ch Aﬀars: (and 1 mult be owned, he loſt not his [a- 
bour,they having made gi eat prot: -1ents therein): Sothat it became rather a 29 way Bargam, 
Oar packt Juncto of Qivers, than a Aatiina: Scock, or CO 1Dany - inlomuch thar contider- 
ing its Burto, Founder, and De/izn, wn wil be concewved very inconvement to Gratr up- 
on, and may be wondred it ſhould be prefſed; out what wil nor Intereſt do? And ſure 
Iv none of clear Spuns delirou. to renmum, and be elteemed Free Subjects, can with- 
out great d:/dam have anv Thoughts of Grafimg O'2 tis pielent Stock, and Conſfitution ; 
(it being a Vamping Ne!'s 0! Foors) but that a new One be Erected agreeable to the Laws 
of the Land. 


$. This Company, by reaſon: of many lat? A ions, hat! fallen into great Diſreputs 
with the Natives and Government of India, 'among whom the Aﬀairs of that Trade are 
negotiated, and brought a Scandal upon the whole Nacton ; that we who were 1n Repute a- 
bove all other Europians in former days,are now become a Repioach among thole Heathens, 
And to continue and Graft upon this Company or Stock,will but jultihe ail late unbecoming, 
unjuſt Actions and Miſmanagements, and bind our Reproach upon us: Theretore to take 
off all that Ohum the Nation lies under in the fight of thole Heathens, and to .eſtore our 
ſelves to that former Honour and Credit we had withthem; nothing can more con:iuce (ac- 
cording to the beſt of my jadgment) then anentire Diſſolution ot the p:2!ent Stock or Com- 
pany, and Erecting a new One with a greater Fund, and betrer Conſtitutions, that it 
may be as it ought, A Nationa! Stock and Trade. This may be ſufficient to be added 
concerning Grafting: And ſecing this Company did nor Gratt upon the former, or e- 
ver it was done before, and that lo to do, 15 againſt the Right of the Subject; and that 
the preſent Stock is a moſt grievous M:9poly, and involved in great Troubles with che 
SubjeRs of England, by violeat and illega; Actions, 1ts Trade brought to a very low ebb, 
and all endangered; and till the bitter Emnity of the preſent Managers towards their 
fellow SubjeRs remaining, thereby prohibiring any fair Conjunction; as alſo contider- 
ing its odd and ignoble Birth under Oliver Cromwell, and the great Reproach (by theic 
late uncharitable Actions towards the Indians) they have caſt upon the Nation ; it will 
undoubtedly by all Patriots be judged expedient not to be Gratced on, bur rather dſolved, 
and a ney one Erefed. And fo I come to the next Point; which 1s, 


Secondly, The other way propoſed for enlarging the Stock for the Indza Trade; 
and thar is, by Eſtabliſhing a new National Joynt-Stock by new Subſcriptions, 
and Diſlolving this preſent Joynt- Stock, which ſeems molt proper and only pra- 
Aicable art this time. Now in proceeding to this Work, and fectling thereot ; 
it's humbly conceived theſe or the like Methods be utc.. 


Firſt, That this New National Joynt- Stock be enlarged to Sixteen Hundred Thouſand 
Pounds at leatt, by new Supſcriptions ; that ſo, being National, the whole Body of the 
Nation may come in and partake thereof ; and that it may be a ſecure Fund or Bank tor 
the Nation to employ its money 0n. 


2condly, That this New Nationa/ Joynt-Stock 'or Company, be Confirmed and made 

a Corporation by Act of Parhament, excluſive to all others from the Cape of Good Hope 
to the Eaſtward of Fapan; and that the Trade to Ezſt-Ind:a be declared a Trade of the 
State, or the Kingdom; as indeed 1t will be by the whole Nation , (willing thereto) having 
Intereſt therein, as well as Right thereunto : So that hereatter all buſes and Injuries done 
them in their Trade and Rights in thoſe parts by any other Nations, may be judged and 
reputed as done not only to the particular concerned, but ro the Nation, and be eſpouled 
accordingly; which may be a means of preſerving what we have, and regaining fome- 
what at lealt of what loſt; and prevent our own People from an eaſfte parting, 
with any the Prizileges, Ports, Trade or Rights 1n thoſe Parts, and others of our Neighbour 
Nations from invading them: Want of which has been of zrreparable Damage to the Nation 
in the Lois of many Places, and great Trades in thole Parts, in former and later Days; as 
the Spice-Trade, that of Macaſſes, Fapan, Facquatra or Batavia and Bantam, Cc. Andit 
will be a great Encouragement to all Perlons Endeavours, 1n advancing tae lad Frade, and

in all Acquititions 1n thoſe parts, it not being only tor a private but atone} Intereſt ; and 
this is that which greatly ſtimulates the Ducch in all their enlargements. The preſent Com-

poled tor a new One, Vis. 11Om the Care Goca Hope down ro the Magellanean Strait, and = 
thence all Southward, and fo all the back of Americs to Japan, which here 1s thought good | 


to be omutred as being of no ule and ill tame co them, making a great Noiſe of the valt- 

| neſs ot their Charter ; whereas they never made anv beneht thereof but hindred others ; 
theretore to be letr tree to all Englih to Advantage themliclves, or on occalion to enda- 
mage other Nations by new dilcoveries or what already known. 


Thirdly,That non ob/tante the excluſive Claule,yet hberty be granted to all Ships to Trade 
© Madagaſcar and the Coaſt of Mo/ambique,and all other places on the Coaſt of Africk on 
the other tide or beyond the Cape of Good Hope while not Traded to by the Company ; 'and 
that 1ntertere not with the Companies Commerce ; they giving ſecurity not to Trade but 
where allowed,and this to be without any Fee or Reward more than to the Clerk barely for 
the Writings, 


Fourthly, That Diamonds, Pearls, and all pretious Stones, Ambergreece and Musk, 
be lett tree to all natural born Subjects of England to Trade in, paying one per cent. for the 
Money ſent out, and 2 per cent. upon the Goods home, and that Gold and all Bullion im- 


ported thence be tree. 


Fifthlv, That for the more equal and general diſtribution of the Ea/?-India Trade in this 
Realm, and the greater and more National enlargement thereof, it be carried on and ma- 
naged at ſeveral other Ports 11 the Land befides 0.52don ; and luch as are at ſome conhider- 
able diſtance theretrom, v:z. ac +4 (whole Sea Port may be Hull) Brito! and Exon at each 
ot which (and at more 't afterwards thought neeatul) Preſidencies may be erected for the 
management of che 1na:a Trade tor the remoter Counties,as to inſtance more particularly : 
To Tk nvght pertain the Counties of Lincoln, Nottingham, Derby, York, Lancaſter, Dur- 
ham, 3:/t morland, Cumberland, Northumberland and Berwick upon Tweed : To Briſtol, Glo- 
cejter, Worceſter, Stafford, Cheſter, Salop, Hereford, Monmouth, and all the J/elſh Counties : 
To Exon; Waits, Dorſet, Somerſet, Devon, Cornwall : Which Diviſion it not judged propor- 
tionable may be alcered and better ſetled by Perſons more vers'd in thoſe Partss Now if 
this or ſome ſuch way be caken the Ports being at ſuch diſtance and remotenels from the 
great City of Loxdon, will make no diminution to the Trade thereof, but be a great Ad- 
c1tion to that of thoſe places by an enlargement of their Exportations as well as conſum- 
prion in thoſe Parts of ſome of what imported which would ariſe meerly from ſetting up 
fuch Marts ; and truly the ſo long Monopolizing this Commerce lolely to Lowdon, as it 
hath had many other ill eftes, ſo the Right ot the Subject hath been highly violated, in 
his being deprived of what by the law of the Land is his native Due and Property ; and its 
hoped may now at length be well conſidered of by the Members for thaſe parts and reſto- 
red to them, it ſeeming highly unreaſonable that the Nobility, Gentry, Merchants, and 
Inhabitants of thole parts ſhould be deprived and wholly diveſted ot thgir Birthright, only 
for the advancement of a tew London Merchants: This way of diftuling the Trade would 
have (in my ſlender Opinion) many great Advantages attending it ; the Nation would 
then come to have a thorow inh1ght into the immenſe Value of this important Trade, 
| which it now 1s ſo very ignorant of, that even very few ſave ſome of the concerned and o- 
thers in and about Londen have any tolerable cogniſance thereof; and even many great and 

worthy Patriots and Stateſmen have not nll of late been throughly convinced of its Value ; 
and from this 1gnorance of irs being ſo advantagious to this Nation, have moſt of thoſe 
direful effets Howed in upon this Trade, Himnc iliz lacrymeas the lois of great Acquiitions, 
Privileges, and Commerce in former days, and the great decay and almoſt toral Jols there- 
of now of late: It cannot enter into any mans heart acquainted with this Trade and its Va- 
lue, that if it had formerly been diffuſed through the Nation, and ſo had become a ge- 
neral Intereſt by all mens participating of its Gains, that ever ſo great a part thereof could 
have been ſo tamely parted with as was by our Progenitors, or ſuch hardſhips put upon it 
as have been of late by the preſent Managers. No ſure; ſhould any of theſe things have 
Happened to the Dutch, in what a rage would the Commonalty have been ! what fury would 
have appeared in the taces of the concerned ? and what Conſternation 1n all ? as if their 
very banks were cutting? or the jan 6m of 72 were again breaking 1n upm them? 
who ! that was any ways accellary could have been fate 2 When they loſt 7T;wan the Go- 


vernor Monl. Coyet a Swediſh Gentleman of good eſteem _= he had in time given I 
advice 
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advice of what was coming, and when it came upon them, did all that man could do, and 
Fave nt not up till i could not bet held any longer, and tho torced to it by all the People, (as 
I had it from them there preſent.) yer underwent many years Imprilonment m the remote 
Eaſtern Hands ten times worſe than death, e're he could get any Releale, tho ſtripe and 
defticute of all; and yet we can part with our Trades at apan, Spice [/lands, Maca//er, 
Fanuatra, or Brtavia, &C. tormerly ; and with Bantam, Suratt, and Bengale lately, and ſeem 
lieele concerned thereat : Such a Stoical Apathy have we been under and ſtill are in 
this Aﬀair; and whence can this -aniſe but from our ignorance ot the Trade and 1ts 
Value 7 which nothing can better cure than this diſtribution thereof and its management 
to ſeveral Pretidencics and Marts, whereby the knowledge thereot will ſenhibly dittule ir 
felt through the whole Realm, and quicken us for hereafter to a preventing and redrefling 
of any Injuries that may be offered or done unto that Trade by any whomloever, and pol- 
libly co regaining of ſome part thereof formerly loſt ; and by this means ot diſtributing the 
India Trade to ſeveral Ports, there will be an immenſe Increale thereot, and Advancage 
thereby to this Nation as well abroad as at home, what a Juſtre would it give to our repu- 
tation in thole parts now at fo low an ebb, and what bench particularly would accrue to | 
all Traders and Merchants as well as the Adventurers therein,may be judged by what it hath 
done formerly when it flouriſhed, tho not comparable to what un may do in this Method, 
and more eſpecially thoſe Marts and Preſidencies that ſhall be fer up, and the parts therea- 
bouts cwakd be much increaſed in their Trade and Commerce abroad and at home, and 
greatly populated and enriched, whereby the Coaſts of thole parts would be much ſtrength- 
ned, together with a great Increaſe of Shipping and Marimets; as allo a tar greater Expor. 
ation of our Manufactures and Mines of this Kingdom, for this Trade having been only 
inthe hands of a few Merchants in London, they never contider fo much the benefit of the 
Nation as their own particular emolument, nor eſpouſe the cauſe of our Wooll*n Manuta- 
ure and Mines as they might. But if this Method take place the Weſt and the North being 
the very places for Woollen Manufactures and Mines, and the Nobility, Gentry, and Mer- 
chants thereof, concerned in the Trade and Management, will be able greatly to promote 
the Exportation of them, (and indeed Indis will take off a greater quantity ot Cloth, Ser- 
ges, and Stuffs, as allo Tinn, and Lead, then at preſent is by many apprehended,) for 
they ſeeing with their own eyes and acting with their own hands, and having always the 
great ſtaple Commodines of their Country in their f1ght and upon their hearty will make ic 
their buſineſs ro export the ſame, (which thoſe at a diſtance do not) and I am confident this | 
will promotethe Woollen Trade, as alſo our Mines of Tinn and Lead, more than any the 
Projetts of late on foot, and much more of them be exported to India than formerly; and | 
it will be a great conveniency to moſt of the Gentry and Inhabitants in thoſe remote parts, 
that they mav be ſupplied with all Idis Commodities, as well for neceſlary uſes as allo for 
Adornment of themſclves, and their houſes ornament; and theſe at eatte rates 1n their own 
Counties or near home, and make their own choice without chargeable tedious Journies 
to Lc#:den, or being obliged to ſubmit to others Fancies. Now albeit this project of diſtri- 
buring this Trade and its management into other parts of the Land, may not at firſt by 
many be well accepted as being ſomewhat ſtrange, never before propoled,and fo eſteemed a 
Novelty,yet if well eonfidered 'tis not fuch a Novel, having been one of the Confſtitunve parts 
of the Dutch Eaſt-India Company ; and all along by them pra&tiſed and fo defigned in 
France alſo; yet however we of this Nation are in many things too fuperſttious, and 
fo over addited to fome old mouldy Cuſtoms, as with 1ſachay to bow and couch under (tho 
with heavy groans) the greateſt burthens rather than be at the pains and coſt to redreſs 
them, as might be inſtanced in many things relating both to our Civil and Ecclehiaſtick 
State; yer in ſuch a Caſe as this, wherein ſo great a Concern is upon 1ts Settlement, we 
are not to conlider ſo much what hath been done, but what 15 to be or may be done, for the | 
Improvement, Securing and Advantaging this Trade; and accordingly the Nation thereby, 
Tor ought Cuſtoms, Tradition, or Noveky in any mealure to ballance with the commodi- 
ouſnets of the Trade or Intereſt ot the Nation. "Thus much tor the Fundamental Conſtuutioe 
Part of this Company.

New Suatjcriptions, and making them more diffuſrue and National, theſe or the 
like Metheds may be uſed. | 


(ſt. That a Book or Books be provided for that purpoſe, and committed to the Lord 
Major or Shetith ot the City of Londen to lye at the Chamberlains Othice in — or 
ome 
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ſome other convenient publick place nearer the Exchange, tor ail Perlons tree'y to repan 
unto for making Sublcriptions, and this to lye open two whoie Months at leaſt ; and tha: 
Books may bz 12nt to all Conſiderable Cities and Burroughs throughout England tor the fame 
purpoſe; and that the Members ot Parliament or the Sherits tor thoſe parts do take care 
cheretore; and that 1t be publiſhed in the Gazette what day the {aid Books will be opened, 
as allo about a Fortmight or fo, before the {a1d two Months or whatever time agreed on do 
expire, what time they will be cloſed that ſo none may pretend 1gnorance. 


2dly. That all Perſons whatever of what Rank, Degree, Quality, Sex, or Nation, 1n- 
habming in His Maje(ties Kingdoms have liberty to fublcribe z being bur regu thole 
who are admitted 1nto all other Concerns and Advantages ot the Nation be not denyed this :

That any Peron be permitted to ſubſcribe more than Five Thouſand Pounds, that fo 
there may bethe more liberty for the whole Nation to come 1n,as 15 highly reaſonable ; nor 
any be allowed directly or indire&ly by himſelf or any other to have more at any one time 
afterwards than Twenty or Thirty thoufand pounds principal Stock which may preſerve it the 
more diffuſed ; ver it it ſhould ſo happen (as is not likely) that upon cloting of the Books 
there ſhall not be ſubſcribed the tull ſumm agreed on, that then the betore Subſcribers 
mav underwrite again, tor which a Fortnight may be allowed, or by conſent thoſe that are 
willing to enlarge may have it equally proportion'd among them according to their tormer 
Subſcriptions.

and will be ſuitable to the whole Conſtirunon of the Kingdom throughout ; no Perſon | 
in Country, City, or Burrough being qualihed tor Voting,having legally any more than 
his own perſonal Vote : yr. this Contrivance of having more, was only with a deſign 
of an Arbitrary Conduct and Government, a thing hateful to the thoughts of any true 
Engliſh Spirit. | 


| 10. That ſuch Perſons ſubſcribing, or having Two thouſand Pounds principal Stock, 
4 be capable thereby of being choſen a Committee man, or of bearing any Office in the 
| Adnuniſtration of che Afeairs of the faid Company or Joynt-Stock. 


It. That if it ſhould happen (as is not to be doubted ) that upon cloſing the Books, 
there be tound more ſubſcribed than the Summ of Sixteen Hundred thouſand Pounds, or, 
what-ever the Summ 1s that ſhall be agreed upon to be the Stock for this Trade, that in ſuch 
by Caſe the Surpluſage of Subſcriptions be taken off, not from the Stock in general, but from 
Fes thoſe particular Subſcriptions only that are more than Two Thouſand Pounds ,or the Summ 
Fg agreed on, for the intithng Perſons to the higheſt Offices in the Adminiſtration of the

Ill. For the general direftive part concerning the well management and carrying | 
on of this Trade, theſe few points may be convenient. 


1. That there be a: general Court of all the Adventurers qualified thereto , as be- 
fore, in which all By-Laws be made for the better Conduct of the ſaid Trade, and all 
Committee- Men, Governors, and Deputies or Wardens be choſen for the Adminiſtration of 
its Affairs, and according to the Dire&tion and Orders, of which ſaid Court all Governors 
and Adminiſtrators ſhall a&, and ty whom upon any occaſions reſort ſhall be had, and 
therefore ſuch Courts ſhall bg often held, at leaſt Four times ig the Year. 


2. That no Perſon, tho qualified thereto by Five Hundred Pounds Stock, ſhall have 
any Vote, or be a Voting Member 1n the faid general Court, who 1s not a natural born

£ any that by the Law of the Land cannot manage his own Eſtate, or 1s incapacitated tor 
- C111] Employment, 3. That 
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3. That no Adventurer have liberty of giving his Vote by Proxy, but it mult be his 
own perſonal Vete, nor that any have a Vote tor what Stock is 11 their Name nn 


Truſt tor others. 


4. That each Voting Member or Adventyger upon chuling Committees, Wardens, 
Depunes, Governors, &c before admiflion thereto, ſhall take a Corporal Oath, that the 
Stock he ſhall vote tor 1s his own, and not in Truſt, and that he will not give his Vote 
then, or at any other time for favour or afteaion, but Merit, according to the beſt of his 
Judgment 'without partiality ; and that no other Oath be adminiſtred tl th2y come into 
Office, they being unneceſſary, burdenſom, and of ill reporr. 


5. That all deciding Votes in the General Court, as alſo in all Courts and Commic- 
tees, be managed by Baller, for the prevention of any divifions, heats, or over-awings. 


6. That no Perſon having above One Thouſand Pounds Stock in the preſent Company, 
be capable of being choſen a Governor, Maſter, Deputy, Warden or Committee fomthree 
years, Cr until, all the Accounts of the ſaid preſent Company be adjuſted and cleared, 
both here and in Id:a; leſt there be any interfering or hindrance in the progreſs of 
ſetling and cai1ying on the Aﬀairs of the new, and concluding thoſe of the old Company. 


IV. Concerning the F.xecutive part of the Management, which may come under the 
following heads of direftions or ſuch like, viz. 


1. That there be a Governor or Maſter, three Wardens or Deputies and Twenty Four 
Committees choſen by the general Court of Adventurers who ſhall upon entry on their 
Office take a Corporal Oath for the true and faithful diſcharge of the ſaid Office and

4+ That from among the Commutees (1x Perſons, or ſo many as ſhall be convenient, 
be fingled out, to whom, together with the Wardens , particularly be committed the 
Charge, Care, and Management, or Superviſorſhip of af the Offices of the Houle, as 
that of the Treaſury, Accounts, Auditors, Marie, and — Husbands , Secre- 
taries, Warebouſe-keepers, &c. Each having his peculiar Province afligned ; and to each 
of theſe may be joyned, 1n the ordinary Management and Execution of the ſaid Offices, 
two or three more of the ſaid Committees; and theſe Six, or ſo many as may be judged 
convenient with the Governor and Wardens wy be as a ſmall Senate or Court of Alder- 
men, who may have che Management of the lcfſer ordinary Aﬀarrs, and much of the 


executive part of the whole, and prepare all Matters for the greac Council Days, when 
the Commuttee or Court meet,which may be generally twice in the Week; and may alſo' 
have their Councils apart, tho any of the ſaid Commitrtee-men may affilt at all times : 
and this may be called the Committee or Council of Ten, or ſo many as ſhall be the 
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Number, and the other the Court, or the Aſſembly or Committee of iiurty one, or {4 
many as their full Number 15. Now theſe Six may be choſen every Year Now, or 20 off 
triennially Two one year, and Two another, and to ſucceed 11 the Others ot each 
other, and ſo two new ones choſen, or the ſame again, out of the twenty Commiicte2 men 
who with the Governor, one Warden, aghkew1ſes three Honorary Committe ++, {} 2! be 
yearly new choſen, as before, who may all be new Ones, or the ſame again : This 
wav will fit and qualifie ſuch Perſons for the more full underſtanding of all 1c AP rs 
of the Trade, and Houſe-Offices, and thereby capacitate them the beter tor being War- 
dens and Governors, and may prevent much of that 1gnorance which now [--115 to !olge 
in moſt of the Committee-men touching their whole Aﬀair : more cipecially it they he oh. 
liged upon their going off to render an Account to the Council of Thirty On, or Cone, 
of their Truſt. Thele Six ought to give more conſtant attendance , and be conſe? 
accordingly , and the reſt of the Committee-men ought to be at a Court betore ir he) 
and ſtay the whole time, or to loſe their Premium; which will give them more intjghe / 
into the buſine{s, and prevent that cuſtomary way of ſtepping 1n only to ſhew them!vlves 


merely to have their Reward. \ 
5. That the Committees, Wardens, Deputies, Governors or Maſters, >: —- 


conſiderable Fortunes,that come not in merely to raiſe themſelves an Eitate, and have ng: 
a multitude of other buſineſs, exther publick or particular, upon their han ; that fv 2» 
may more calmly and conſtantly attend, and have this Aﬀair more upon t!:cj; Svirics, 

and make it their Work. : 


6. That the Governor, Maſter, Wardens, Deputies, Committees , and a!) OK 
of the Houſe, or to whom any Truſt in the Management is commurted, be al! &+ {1611 
Proteſtants, and natural born Engliſh men, of the Third or Second Deſcent at 1oatt - 
which may be a means to ſecure the Counſels, and Orders ot the Court trom being Bag 


tray'd to Foreigners, and if to that end all proteſſedly Dutch Merchants were excluded, 
it might not be amils. 


7, That none of the late chief Managers, more eſpecially that not any of tho 
Sixteen Perſons (if they ſhould be ſpared by the Hands of Fuftice.) concerned in the f1gn- 
ing and giving IÞftrutions tor the putting to death the Subjeas of England at St. He/ena, 
or any that were inſtrumencal in procuring Orders from the late Kings tor erecting a Cu; 
Fartial there or in India, be ever permitted or be capable of being choſen Commirtee mien; 
Wardens or Governor, or any Officer in truſt for the management of the New Compames 
Afﬀairs, or be a voting Member in the general Court ; _- it any ſuſpected thereot ſhall 
render himſelf for a voting Member, or be choſen to any Office as before; that ere he 
be admitted, he clear himlelt by his corporal Oath, (which Oath the Governor, Maft-- 
and Wardens or Deputies, be empowered to adminiſter) and retuling ſuch Oath, or ap- 
pearing by Examination thereof , to have been guilty as before, never to be admitted as 
a voting Member, or into any Office, which will be as a ſmall commenoratory Penal:y, 
and may deter others from running into any ſuch Extreams. : 


8. That the Governor, Maſter, Wardens, or Deputies and Committees, be all of the: 
Freemen of the City of London, which will make a noble addition to the glory of that fa- 
mous City by having an enlargement of eminent worthy Members, whereby chere will >= 
the greater choice of Perſons fitted for the great Offices thereof ; which ſeems at this das; 
very neceſlary, there being ſuch a want of tit men, that a worthy perſon was necetfitate\l 
to take up his Freedom upon a Jate Choice of an Alderman; and it 1s a very great Re- 
proach to that great City, that ſuch as have had ary hand in berrayng its Rights.and Pr; 
wileges, or are reeking with the blood of their worthy Fellow Cit1zens, thould be admit- 
ted,by any want of more fit perſons,to continue or be pur up for Aldermenzit being allo but 
reaſonable that ſuch as are choſen to this Work and Employ, and do manage lo grcart an 
Afﬀair and Trade in the very City, ſhould alſo be of the City : This will agree with the 
Conſtitution of the Turkey Company, &c. And every one fo choſen to any the ſaid Truſs 
and Offices ſhall, betore he be admired co fic, and within Twenty da 5 ater being $ 
choſen, if not a Freeman, take up his Freedom of the City, which ſhall be allowed him, 
Paying no more than the bare Fees at the Chamberlains Office, and ſhall have the tame 
Liberty in chuling his Company, as thoſe have that come in by Redemption. But it 1uch 


Perſon ſhall retuſe ſo to do, chen after the ſaid Twenty days expiration, ano:her q:alj- 
fed Perſon be choſen in his Room, nor ſhall ke be capable of being choton ; 2410 £11 he 
be 
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be actually a Freeman of the ſaid Cicy, but that notwickitanding any Cuſtom of th. 
City the Eſtates of ſuch Perſons ſhall upon deceale go accorwing to their Wilts or the 
Laws of the Land in other Caſes, the contrary Cuſtom ot the City leeming only to re- 
{pe& Shop- keepers and Mechamick Trades, and not Merchants. 


9. That there be a Committee of Inſpettions choſen every year by the general Court, 
which may conſiſt of ſeven Perſons, of whom three to make a Quorum or Commute + 
theſe ought to be Perſons concerned not leis than Three Thouſand Pounds each in the 
Stock, and of great Gravity, Probity, and Experience, and are to overlook all Tran/attions, 
and have ſuch Power as may be convenient, and necetlary tor ſuch an Othce ; and every 
vcear tn render Account to the General Court how they tind things, and may be of 
great uſe to keep all men to their Duty, and thereby Aﬀairs in good Oider and M:thod. 


10. That ſome Perſons of the Privy Council, or other Perſons fit for the Service, be 
appointed by Parliament to have in{pe&ion into Tranſations, and upon any Emergen- 
cy or grand Aﬀair to have Seffion among them, or be applied to, and to have ſuch 
Power as to the Parliament ſhall ſeem meet ; the Reaſon whereof is, what a great Man 
in the preſent Company tells us from another , That. tradmg Merchants, 
while they are m the buſie and eager proſecution of their particular Trades, In- Philopacry prams. 
rereſt, and Profit, altho they may be wery wiſe men, are not always the beſt 
Tudges of Trade, as it relates to the Profit and Power of a Kingdom. Ptobatum ct with 
a Witnecfs p2eſent E, J. Company. 


11. That the Ports in India belonging to the Engliſh be made free to the Subje& of 
England, and made eaſie to others, that ſo there may be an Acceſſion and Increaſe of Trade 
for the more flouriſhing, poprlating, and ſfrengtbening the ſaid Ports. And that the Iſland 
of St. Helena be made a tree Port for the refreſhing of Ships ; they requiring now of 
ſome Ships Half a Crown the Tun, and of others much more per Tun, only tor leave 
to water, and take in ſome treſh Provitions. And betides, they upon the Ifland do want 
many Neceſlaries hence, which if not ſent them by the Company's Ships, (of which us 
neceſſary two touch there yearly outward therewith) that other Ships may have Liberty ro 
{upply them, that fo they may not be deſtitute, and under diſcouragement for want of 
ſ 44 things as heretofore they have been, to the*endangering the Los ot the liland. 


12. That no Dividends be made above Twenty per Cent. at one time, and not ll 
there - at leaſt Thirty per Cent. or ſufficient in Bank more than the neceilary Stock todo 
it with, 


13- That no Money be taken up in dia, or very little, and that upon moſt urgent 
Occaſions, and but for ſome ſmall time, as till our Gold and Silver can be coined, or 
iuch hke Occaſions ; it being about three times as dear as here, and 1t occation require 
it, the ſame may be better done at home, which will be eatier ro the Company, and Be- 
nefit co the Nation, and Kindneſs to particular Pertons. 


14. That great Care be had for the Navigating part, not only tor incouragement in 
Trading, but allo that Vovages be ſo proportioned out, that thoſe Walls and Bulwarks 
ot our Nation be not enfeebled and deſtroyed by unſealonable going out and overlong 
ſtaying in the Country , which has been a moſt unhappy Circumſtance ot late, rumed 
many gallant Ships, and deſtroyed a World of brave Men ; and trom what Intereſt 
this has proceeded 15 eaſie to imagine : For the Seataring Party are never Friends to Ar- 
bitrary Power, Tyranny, Slavery, or Popery. 


15. That in regard all humane Ads are ſubjzet to Error, Imperfetinm, and Decay ; 
therefore that at the End of Seven years, or ſome tuch ſet time, or as foon after as there 
thall be a Seffions of Parhament ; that a Report be made unto them by the Governor 
and Committee, or the Commutee of Inſþetiions, ot the State of the Trade ; and it there 
be any Detects or Exceſſes in the Conſtrurion or Settlement, that Proviſtion may be made 
accordingly : and had this been done by this Company oranother Soctety in the Natoin, 
there had not 1n all hkelihood been any ſuch Cauſe of. Complaint againtt chem, or need. 
of their being diſſolved as at this day. ' 


16. That 
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16. That theie be a greater Liberty for perſons going over to refiue in dia, of all 
Sexes than of later times has been allowed; in regard ic will be tor the Enlargement of 
Trad: in thoſe parts, and for the ſtrengthening of our Intereſt, and may be a means of 
ſerling in ſome advantageous Parts, which tor want ot People we cannot now do. 

i=. That all ſuch convenient Authorities be intruſted with them as may preſerve 
them as a Society, 1n {upprefling all Vice, Debauchery, 11 ickedneſs, ummoral, irreligio::s Acts, 
and for the doing of Juſtice between man and man the preſerving Order, retelling and 
ſubduing Enemies, ſecuring of Trade, all agreeable to the Laws of this Land, and fſui- 
table to a Corporation, and fo great an one at (o vaſt a diſtance, and ſuch as may gain 
upon, and not alienate the Hearts of the Subjets of England. 


18. That tho it be hoped there will no ſuch thing happen, yet it there ſhould any 
conliderable diſpute or difference fall out between the Companies Chief and Council in 
India, and any the Subje&s of England, or others inhabiting there, as being under the Pro- 
tection of the Engliſh, for any ſuppoled ilega! Aﬀts, as Seizures, Force, Oppreſſions, Fines, 
Puniſhments, or the hike, and Complaint be made thereof here, that the ſame may be 
heard and determin'd by Perſons delegated thereto by Parliament , who may more pro- 
perly be appointed by their Ofhces ; as the two Lord Chief Fuſtices, Lord Chief Baron, Ma- 
fer of the Rolls, and the reſt of the Judges, three of them to be a Judicature, of which 
one of the Chief Juſtices, Chief Baron, or Maſter of the Rolls, to be one, and ſeven for 
an Appeal ; whereof two of the former Four to be preſent , and to at in a ſummary 
way, ſomewhat in the Nature of the Court at Cliffords Inn after the Fire of London, which | 
gave ſuch general ſatisfaRtion, and prevented valt troubles and expence. This is propo- | 
ſed, in regard it ſeems hard for a poor man to commence a Sut againlt ſo great a Com- 
pany, according to the preſent Practice of the Courts at Weſtminſter, as allo in that India | 
15 at fo great a diſtance, that the Proofs, tho plain enough to create a firm belief and 
W's aſſurance of the Fa, or the contrary, yet not ſuch as may paſs for legal, and thoſe Cau- 

ſes may be, and generally are ſo mixed, as not properly to be taken Cogmlance of whol- 
* | ly in any one particular Court ; and befides, this will put a quick end to all ſuch Com- 
& plaints, that they may not lye undetermin'd either to the Prejudice of any of the Subjects 
cn of England, or the il! Fame of the Company, as has been too much ſeen hitherto. 


19. That the Quapy be anſwerable for whatever grand Abuſes (which the afore- 
ſaid Court are to judge of ) ſhall be ated by their Chiefs in Þd;2 towards the Subjects of 


: England, if they ſhall refuſe to ſend for them home upon ſuch Complaint, which ſeems 
pr but reaſonable ; otherwiſe none can have Juſtice againſt them till they do come home z 
'Y which will greatly obſtrut Right and Juſtice, and this will oblige their Servants to a ber- 


ter deportment abroad, and the Company to take care not only for good Security, but 
E alſo that their cluef Servants be of a better fort of People for Principles, Prudence, Abil;- 
= ries, Converſation, Education, and Extrad. than hath been of latter days. 


20. That upon any Action or Suit brought againſt them, the Company be obliged to give 
Bail as fingle perſons; and omitting or refuſing, the Governor may be attached in per- 
ſon ; 1t being but reaſonable, tho a Corporation, (and fo great an one) that they ſhould 
be fo liable, in regard that all whom they ue. are obliged 6 to do whatever their Eſtate 
be ; and it 1t was ſo with all Corporations, it would tilence many Complaints, prevent 
fome Suics, and much trouble. to the Subjets ot England. 
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21. That no Portion of Stock in the Company of any Perſons whatever, or anv Di- 
vidend thereon be at any time ſtopped, ſeized, hindred either in transferring the one, 
or paying the other, upon any pretence whatever, but by a due Courſe of Law ; and 
tha; all Transfers ſhall create a legal Right. 


22, That no Goods of any Perſons whatever be at any tune, without due Proceſs at 
Law, ſtopped, or Dehvery be demied by them 1n their Warehouſes upon any Pretence 
or Demand that may be made thereon, ſufficient Bail being offered or given, and the 
due Charges of Ship, Cuſtom , Wharfadge , Warehouſe, &c. paid or legally tendred ; 
this is the more reaſonable, in regard the Owners of Ships are under Obligations for all 
undue Actions to the Company, and then their Actions upon breach ot Charter in this 
new Settlement will be legal, and it will prevent the many Clamors that are uſually heard 
of the great Loſlzs and Damages that men have often ſuſtained for want ot their Goods 
m due time, and ſometimes kept from them merelv from an Humor 0! Pique © the 
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of tem Ee thoſe other Goods can be dehvere. 

23. That all Parfons qualited throvg!t'y, as bejore, for a Commutee-man, have libeiry 
at al ſealonab.e tines to repair unto any of ti! Offices of the Houte, and in{pect Attai,s 
and Tranſactions ior their latisfaction. 


2.4. That all Goods of any conliderable Moment be fold at publick Sale by w:v « 
Auction, and non? by private Contra, ( unlels for Uſe of the Crown or ſuch Publick 
Oc-alions) and in {ch proportionate Lots as may beſt contiſt with the occaſions of the 
generalty ot Byers, as moſtly not exceeding 190c /. or leſs than 5 or 609 /. tho {aims 
may. 


25. That ir would be convemient ſome Provition be made for the preventing thol- 
manv unhappy Marriages and Unchriſtian M:xtures too trequently made by Engliſhmen in 
Ind:a, to th great diſhonour of our Rehgion , and reproach of the Nation : Therefore 
that no Engliſhman, being a Proteſtant, be pernutted to marry with any perſon of the 
Country being a Papiſt, or fnot a Proteſtant, a thing hitherto too much practiſed ; and 
that if anv perton in their Service ſhall marry with any of the Country that is not born 
of Furpcan Parents on both fides, being Muſteeches or others, tho Proteſtants, yer they 
ſhail never, while {ov married, be capable ot any Office conſiderable, civil, or mulicary, 
thot they never be of the Councel in any Factories, but may be afliſtant to them ; nor in 
any nulitary Office above a Corporal; and thole already married as betore, not to be 
airanced beyond a Serjeant ; nor any of the Factors lo married, and whule fo, that have 
not been Chizts alreaay, ever tro be Chiets, but may be in any other Office in any the 
Fr1ories, fave of Councel in the upper chiet Factories ; and thoſe that have been 
Chictz, tho married, as before, may yet be ſo in ſome under-Factories , but never to rile 
higher, and ſomewhat ot the fame Nature to be obſerved as to Seataring Employinents. 
Great care ſhould be alſo taken of the Factors and Servants they ſent abroad ; both as 
to their perſons, that they be not miſhapen or ot ill Looks, but comely Countenance 
and good Demeanor, more eſpecially ſuch as appear at Courts; and hkewiſe as to their 
Qualities, of liberal Education, docible Tempers, good Abilities, and quick Parts, ſober, 
free from Vice, that have not ſpent Eſtates in lewd debauched _ eſpecially common 
Gameſters, or meu addicted to Gaming, who of all perſons are of moſt prenicious con- 
ſequence among great Negotiations aad Entruſtments ; therefore {uch upon no account 
to be permitted, but ro be abſolutely diſcouraged.

Which in the main muſt be conformable to the toregoing Conſtitutions, and are to 
at in Conformity to the grand Chamber of London, with whom there mult be a conſtant 
entire Correſpondence, and unto whole Direction and Orders 1n all grand and needtal 
Affairs ſubmiſſion muſt be given, and in truth, there may many things 1n the Courle of 
Commerce occur, which at preſent may not be provided againſt, and therefore muſt be 
left to the Guidance and Condut of the chief Chamber upon recourle to them by the

2. That there bz alſo one or two Noblemen Committees qualified as thoſe for the 
City of London, and having Seats, and keeping Houles within the ſaid Prefidencies, and 
that all Noblemen under the ſame Qualihcarions when at faidPrefidencies at their pleaſurc 
be preſent at their Courts, and hear and debate, but not to have deciding Votes, unleſs of 
the © ommittee, and if it were ſo 1n London, 1t might have very good Eftects, jn that they 
might the betrer bz affeted with, and more ingaged into Aﬀeairs of Trade, as is ſeen in 
molt other trading Nations, the great Magnihicoes of Venice and Heeirn or Lords of Hel- 


land, all concerned in Traffick, which 1s of fingular Uſe to thole States. 


4. That when at any time ic ſo happen the Governor, Maſter, Wardens, or Depu- 
ties of London be at any the foreſaid Prefidencies, that they then do prefide and have the 
Chair among them in all Afﬀairs as in London, and that London Commirtees being there 
have Seffion and Votes with them , and that when the ſaid Preſidents, Aſetfors, and 
Committees of each the fa1d Prelidencies happen to be in Loxdon , they have Seffion in 
the Courts of Comnuttees, and the Preſidents and Aſſeſſors to have Votes amongſt them, 
bur not the Commurtees. 


5. That there be a conſtant, due, entire Correſpondence between the ſaid Preſidencies, 
and the Head-Dire&ion at London, to which they ought monthly to tranſmit Accounts of 
all Tranſa&ions, Caſh, and Negotiation, and yearly to ſend their Books made up, and 
- balanced, that Aﬀairs may be kept in due Decorum and Order, without Contulion. 


6. That all Monics ſubſcribed in the Counties, under ſaid Prefidencies for the greater 

eaſe of Subſcribers be paid in the ſaid Counties to the Perſons deputed thereunto by the 

» reſpective Preſidencies, and that all Dividends that may be made of ſaid Monies fo ſub- 
; {cribed be paid I1kewile at the ſaid Prefidencies, or in the ſame Counties, if ſo defired ; and 
; that as the Subſcriptions, ſo the Accounts of the Subſcribers and concerned be regiſtered 
and kept at ſaid Pretidencies, but tranſmitted, the former in Duplicates, the other con- 

« ; Rantly in the monthly Accounts and yearly balanced Books, to London, there to be kept 
; alſo under the Heads of and Books for each Preſidency. 


>. Thatanv Perſon having Monies in any the ſaid Prefidencies or in London ,and remo- 
ving his Seat from one Prefidency to another, or for other Reaſons may at any time have 
his whole Stock (but not a part) transferred from one, and admitted into the other at 
his defire, and thereupon to have his Privilege where admitted only, and not cllewhere, 
tor ſaid Stock ſo transterr'd. 
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8. That the Perſons that have Votes and come into Office 1n the ſaid reſpective Preſi- 
; dencies, be of the Number of ſuch Subſcribers, or ſuch as come in upon Transfers of the 
ſame, as afore, and none other to have Votes, or be in Admuniſtration of Affairs in 
{aid Preſidency : And that the Perſons, as before, having Votes in ſaid Prefidencies, ſhall 
not for the ſame Monies have Vote in any other Prefidency, or the grand Dire&ion at 
London , and fo for all of them mutatis mutandss. But that Perſons having Monies ſub- 
icribed or transferred in ſeveral or all the ſaid Prefidencies and Directions , ſhall have 
Votes accordingly where-ever he 1s ſo concerned. 


Many other Dire&ions might be given, but theſe may ſuffice at preſent being that, as | 
ſaid betore, theſe Prefidencies are to be under the Dire&tion of and Account to the 
Head-direction or Preſidency of Londen, fo that Rules and Inſtructions may be added 
and altered as there ſhall be occaſion and be found expedient.

Inghly ulctul co all thoſe parts, as 15 betore hinted, it would be a great Enlargement 
the Trade of India, allo a vaſt Improvement o! Trade 1n general in thols parts , therevy 
a greater Commerce would ariſe with other Foreign parts, which would much increale the 
Navigation, and fo the Mariners of ſuch places; i would marvelloully raile thoſe Ports in 
People, Riches, and Strength, bring a great affl:ence of all ManutaQtures, caule greater 
Union, ſtriter Correſrondence under all the ſaid Prefidencies , which to enlarge an 
preſerve, if a Penny Poſt were {ct up in ſaid Counties from one Market-Lown to another, 
would greatly conduce ; which it's wonder, ſome ingemous Perſons do not project, a 
Scheme whereof were not over difficult to be drawn, only I wiſh them whoever ſhall er 
upon it better Succeſs than the ingenious Mr. Dockwa had with his, and perhaps his Fare 
may detain perſons therefrom, tho it's great pity it ſhould, being of a moſt umverlal 
publick Concern and Benetic. I ſhall not enlarge on this Head, but for a Concluton paſ; 
on to the next and laſt Point, which is, 


Touching Diſſolving the Preſent Company or Joynt Stock, 


That it may be moſt for the Faſe and Intereſ? of both the new and preſent Company, it's r#- 
quiſite ſome things be premiſed im Order thereunto, which as they may give ſome Satufattion, 
{o they will lead to the deſigned Method, Viz 


I. That the preſent Company being a Corporation, by its Diſſolution 1s not meant a 
diſſolving thereof in Law 1n a zcta!, abſolute, imple, political, but in an attve prafical lenfe, 
whereby the Power of the preſen: Managers, Management and Intereſt of the concern- 
ed ceaſes as to Action, Conduct and Negotiation, and 1s totally laid afide, and a new 
Conſtitution and Rule eſtabliſhed, and new Perſons and Stock inſtituted as to Concern- 
ment, Negotiation, and Conduct, and carrying on the ſaid Trade in an incorporated 
way, deſign and method : So that a new one in this ſenſe ( as a Corporation ) 15 only a 
Contirmation of the former or firſt Corporation as to its political Eſſence or Foundation, 
being ſtill the ſame Corporation as was firſt ereted by Queen Elizabeth an. 1600, as 'tis 
ſaid, but,with Additions and Alterations ſuited to the enlargement of the Trade, the pre- 
ſent Sentiments and Applications of thoſe concerned in, or ſenſible of the ſaid Aﬀair to 
thoſe in power ; whereupon the new one being erected, the former immediately, as to 
its Power and Acting, becomes indeed as dead in Law, having no Power or Liberty to ex- 
ert any its former Authorities, or to a&t any ways in the leaſt as an incorporated Body in 
any its Concerns, but the new one comes in its place, and 1s in Law ſtill the ſame Cor- 
poration as the former , and is in their ſtead in all points, being the legal Succeffor of 
the former, as that was of thoſe which preceded it.

8. That all Goods and Merchandiſes now in Eng/and, or that ſhall hereafter arrive for 
Account of the preſent Joynt-Stock, ſhall he taken into Poſleflion of , and fold by the 
New Company at cheir Houſe by Inch of Candle, as tormerly, and the procede come 
into their Caſh, and diſpoſed of (the neceſſary Charges) deducted as hereatter direRed by 
and with the Advice of the Truſtees. 


9g. That out of the Procede of the Old Company's Goods that are and ſhall arrive 
here in England, their Debts be paid as ſoon and with as much Expedition as may be, 
wiz, Firit, all current Debts not at Intereſt, as faſt as they grow due, and are adjuſted ; 
which all being paid , or ſufficient left in Stock, or in proſpe& to perform the lame; 
then, Secondly, all ſuch perſons that have Money at Intereſt, and are not Adventurers; 
which being effected then ; Thirdly, the reſt of the Money at Intereſt due to the Ad- 
venturers, of which they ſhall be paid equally in portions as Money comes in; and as ic 
appears there 1s enough to fatisfie all Demands here and abroad ; and Laſtly, that what 
ſhall be over be made good to the Adventurers according to their Concern {o much per 
Cent. 


19. That there be not allowed to any perſon or perſons Society or Societies here in 
E»g/and more than one year or {ome ſet time to make Claim of any Debts, Dues, Rights, 
Accounts, Demands whatſoever of and from the. preſent Eaft-India Company ; and all 
omuting to make Claim or Demand 1n that time ſhall be foreclofed, and have no relief : 
And that all Subje&s of England beyond the Seas have-rwo years more allowed to them, 
which will ſhorten the clohng and concluding the preſent Company's Accounts, that they 
be not lengthened out to an Age. | 


11- That there be certain Perſons appointed by Parliament to hear, judge, deter- 
mine, and finally conclude all Claims, Demands, Petitions, and Complaints againſt the 
preſent Company by any Perſons or Societies for any Troubles, Jnyuries done or pretend- 
ed to be done unto them by Fraud, Force, Violence, Depredations, Captures, Seizures, 
Executions Hoſtilittes, or other ſuch ways by the ſaid Company , or any under or by 
Commuition from them , or for whoſe Actions they are or ought to be anſwerable ; 

| and that a certain time be limited for the determining ſuch Petitions, Claims, and Com- 

' plaints, that ſo it may be known when there will be an End thereof ; and this may be 

done by Jury or otherwiſe in a ſummary way : and may be the ſame Perſons mention- 
ed 1n pag. 16. Article 15, 


12, That the aforeſatd Truſtees ſhall appoint thoſe in Authority in India, or any where 
the Company is concerned beyond the Seas, to transfer all the Company's Concerns 
there as Books, Accounts, Papers, all Writings whatever, Buldings, Houſes, Forts, 
Lands, Rights, Ammunition, Arms, Shipping, Goods, Merchandizes , Caſh , Quick 
Stock, every thing whatever, into the poſleflion of ſuch as ſhall be appointed chereco by 
the New Company to receve the ſame ;: and this 15 indeed more than needs, or than 
was done tormerly by other Compamies (it falling of Courſe into the New Ry 
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Power to poſſe(s themſelves thereot) ; however as an Honorary matk, u may not be 
' 1nconvenient to allow it ; and that all be dehvered over by Schedule or Inventory to bs 
transferred hither. 


13. That the Power of the preſent Company immediately ceale, and that of the New 
take place in India, and at every part 1n India, or where the preſent Company hare 
Effects or Servants beyond the Seas, as ſoon as any Ships, Perſons, or Advices, thall ar- 
rive at the ſaid Places from the New Company , or any authorized by them or theu 
Orders 


1.4. That from the day of the New Company's. taking Poſeflion at any the aforeſaid 
Places in India, and beyond the Seas, all Perſons 1n Service and Office under the preſent 
Company do lo remain 1n the ſame Station, Service, Truſt, and Salary, as they were 
in betore, and actually execute the ſame in behalf and under the New Company , «ill 
ordered the contrary, and be anſ{werable for their Truſts to the New Company 1 all 
full, ſtrict, ample manner, as they were to have done to the preſent Companv ; nor 
ſhall they be acquitted or diſcharged their Truſt or Accounts without conſent ' of the 
Truſtees aforeſaid, but proſecuted it required by the ſaid Truſtees, they makirg un appear 
there is cauſe to charge them for any Injuries, Frauds, or Abulſes by ther Untaithful- 
neſs done the preſent Company , and alſo defray the Charges of the Pioſecution, and 
ind:mmfie the new Company : And further, That all Rents, Salary, Pay, and ſuch 
Charges whatever, ſhall from that day be accounted the New Company's, and by them be 
diſcharged accordingly. 


15. That the Truſtees of the preſent Company, their Aſſigns in India, do with the 
Chief and Councel upon the ſeveral places, or ſuch as the New Company ſhall appoint 
thereto, concert the Value of all dead Stock there ; as alſo all Europe Goods for Sale in 
India and good Debts ; or rather, that account of them be ſent over hither, and that ic 
be concerted here by the Truſtees and Committee, and that what it ſhall amounc to the 
preſent Company ſhall have credit therefore, the Rupee at 2.6. and the Pathoga at 9 s. 


16. That what Goods and Merchandiſes for Exrope, ſhall upon Entrance of the New 
Company upon Trade and Poſleflion in I=dis be found in the Warehouſes of the old 
Company there, or for which Money ſhall be given forth, or Contracts made, provided 
the Effects come in within Eight months after the ſaid day of the New Company's En- 
trance, or having Poſſeſſion, as aforeſaid, otherwiſe to be eſteemed but as Debrs, may 
be laden for England for Account of the preſent Company, but directed to the new one, 
on ſuch Ships ſent out formerly by them in their Service, as ſhall by the Truſtees here be 
direted ; and that after the New Company's _ Poſſeflion in India, no Money 
ſhall be given out for Goods anew on Account the Old Company, but their Money ( if 
any appears) be valued to them by Exchange ; and this will be no hardſhip upon them, 
in regard they have not ſent out any quantity of Money or quick Stock tor ſome confi- 
derable time, and beſides are deeply in debt there ; ſo that it's conceived when Accounts 
are evened bur little, (it any) Quick Stock will be lete them there ; but however if they 
ſhall make any clamor about it, the ſame may be referred to the Truſtees here, and the 
Commttee to adjuſt and determine, as before ſpecthed, or be inveſted tor their Account. 


17. That for the eaſe of the preſent Company in that great Tunnage of Shipping in 
India, which lies ſo heavy on their hands z as alſo for the publick Good of the Nation 
in preſerving ſuch and ſo many large Ships, which otherwiſe may be deſtroyed and loſt; - 
that the New Company do take off Two thouſand Tuns of Shipping, in ſuch Ships as 
their Servants appointed thereto ſhall judge fit for their Service, upon the Contract they 
were ſet out, allowing only Demorage for what time they ſhall be detained in the Coun- 
ery, after the New Company's having Poſleflion in India 1n the parts the ſaid Shipping is, 
and the reſt of the Demorage, it any be due, be paid by the Old Company. 


18. That whereas through the grievous Miſmanagements, horrible Deſigns, ſavage 
Ravagings, &c. the Trade 1n dis is in divers places loſt or abdicated, and not recovera- 
ble _—_ making compenſation and ſatisfaftion in ſome meaſure to the juſt demands of 
the unjuſtly abuſed Indians, and reſtoring unto them the Goods and Monies taken from 


them, and reſting in the hands of the preſent Company , their Agents, and Factors, 
amounting to a vaſt Summ ; the Ships brought into Boow- Bay (which 15 now as it were a 
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Neſt of Pirates) by the Bergale Merchant Mr. Peirce Commander tron: $12 Coalt 
of India, and by the Charles the Second, Mr. Fonathan Andrews Commander t19,1 Acct 2 
and the Red Sea, and by the Modena, Mr. William Wilde Commander from Buſſora and 
Perſia, being valued at upward of a Million of pounds Seerling ; and moſt of it in Gojd, 
Silver, Pearl,and ſuch like rich Commodiries, betides ſeveral other Ships brought 1n there to 
a great Value,much of whoſe Goods have been brought for. England,betides what hath come 
of the like ſort of Goods from Bengale : That therefore they be obliged to make fatis/a- 
ion, and to reſtore what taken trom the Indians, and to procure a Peace and Trade, 
and that the Engliſh be at their Charge (etled in as free and peaceable State 1n all parts 
of India, where the Engliſh Commerce 1s at preſent unſetled by their means, as they 
. were put into by the przceding Company , or found the ſame in : when they entred 
upon the Trade ; and to that end, that in making Peace with the Indians, it may be 
managed by Perſons unexceprionable for Ability and ſuitable Qualihcations thereto, and 
that with * bs be joined ſuch Perſons, now in Insdis, as may ſeem fitteſt to the Truſtees 
and new Committee here ; and that very ſtri&t charge be given for the moſt frugal con- 
cluding the ſame, as may poflibly ſtand with the Security of the Settlement and Trade 
deligned ; And further, that the whole Management and Charge, it thought fit, be 
given in and ſubmicted to the Inſpedion arfd Judgment ot Parliament at their next Sefli- 
ons after the {aid Account comes home, or unto the King and Privy Council ; and if de- 
fired by the Truſtees, that at their Charge and Suit the Perſons who managed the ſame 
do come home to anſwer what done by them in that Afﬀair ; only if they prove blame- 
leſs, that the Truſtees aforeſaid do allow them ſuch a ſatisfation in reparation of their 
Credit and Employment, as ſhall be adjuged by four of the Committee for the time be- 
ing, choſen equally by the Truſtees and the {aid Perſons, and the Governor if need be, 
to be Umpire. 


19. That in regard of the many unhanſom, unkind, rigorous, dealings of the preſent 
Company , their Agents and Servants in Indi, there is cauſe to apprehend many De- 
mands may be made hereafter in thoſe parts on ſundry accounts ; therefore for the ſaving 
harmleſs and indemnifying the new intended Company therefrom, that a conſiderable 
Summ of Money or Fund of the preſent Company dd remain and lye in the hands or 
polkeflion of the New Company for the term of four years, and at the end thereof the 
ſame ſhall be adjuſted by the Truſtees and the Commuttee in manner , as before noted 
how much thereof may be repaid the preſent Company, or what more may be wanted 
for the {aid uſe ; or rather that then a certain Summ be. agreed on between them and 
on the New Company's receiving thereof, or being made good to them , the preſent 
Company be diſcharged of any further demands from any the Natives of India, and all ta- 
ken upon the New Company ; it was a conſiderable Stock this Company kept in its pol- 
ſeflion of che former for that purpoſe, which is ſuppoſed to this day remaining with them. 


20. That in regard divers of thoſe Perſons whoſe Goods and Eſtates were ſeized, taken 
away, or pillaged, to a very conhiderable Value, aboard the Ships taken by the Comman- 
ders afore-named, were Subjets of the Grand Signior, being Arebian and Armenian Mer- 
chants, who 1* not ſatisfied, may at ſome time make their application to the TwrkihCourt 
tor Redreſs againſt the Engliſh, and obtain Relief there from the Engliſh Company z 
that therefore ſome ſuitable and ſufficient proviſion be made upon diſſolution of this Eaſt- 
India Company for the Security of the Turkey Company in {uch Caſe, which is left to 
them to propoſe. 

21. That for the adjuſting and evening all Accounts, Claims, and Demands that may 
be made in Indis, by reaſon of any Debts pretended, or matter of Trade ; that the Chief 
and Councel of the Head-FaRory in thoſe parts have power and do concert the ſame, 
ro whom may be joyned ſuch as the Truſtees of the preſent Company here ſhall a 
point ; and this to have relation as well to Europeans of all forts as Indians, that fo al 
Debts of this Company and Demands on them may be cleared in thoſe ; and fur- 
ther, that it there be any Europeans inhahiting there, who cannot addreſs . wa 7 con- 
veniencly here, that have been abuſed, and their Eſtates taken away, ſeized, —_—_— 
or the like, by the Company's Orders , or by their Servants in Authority under them, 
and for whom they are an{werable, that the ſame be inquired into by the Chief and 
Councel of the Head-Factory for thoſe parts, and ſuch as may be appointed thereto by 
the Truſtees, as aforeſaid, and decided, determined, and made good, and fo the like on 
behalt of che preſent Company in any Claims they have on any in theſe parts, 
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Laſtly, That things be carriea on in all points and 1n all caufes with that candor an jo 
ſtice, ſo as the preſent Company may have no cauſe to complain 1n the leaſt, but to bu we. 
pleaſed therew:th, and this will be both the Daty and Intereſt of che _ 
they indulge any their Servants to abule others,it will not be long betore they turn the ſame 
npon their Maſters ; and 1: cannot be expected that the new Company will do otherwi{(c, 
in regard the beſt of men are molt like;y by the conſtitution to come into the direction, 
and from ſuch nothing can be ſuppoled to proceed, or be acted, or ordered, bur what is 
honorable, juſt and good ; the Servants they fend out ( in the choice of whom tuch cau: 
non and regard will be had that the Truſtees of the old Company will even be weil ta- 
tisfied in and approve of tnem will no doubt take great care of their behaviour and car- 
riage in this matter, 1: being their intereſt fo to do leaft an 1niormation comes againſt 
them wo their rum or great di{grace and lols in being recalled. 


Thus as ſuccin&ly and clearly as time and ability would pernnt,] have performed what vou 
required of me; wherein trom ſeveral undeniable Propotitions previoully laid down, I have 
in general given you the reſult of my judgment unbyafled and impartial, upon vour Queſtt- 
ON, Vit. That the Eaſt-India Trade may beſt be managed in a National way for the puv!ick benefit, 
by diſſolving of the preſent Company and erettmg a new National Fomnt-Stock more enlarged, diffu- 


[ed, on better Conſtuutions, and under a Parliamentary Sanfion. And 1n proſecution hereot 


it was propoled, That the India Trade being National, if managed by a Foynt-Stock it cught to 
be enlarged agreeable to the Trade; this is allowed on all hands, even the prelent Company 
not dilſenting to it; then the ways propoled tor enlarging were examined, that of add- 
ing to the preſent Stock under its Conſtitution preſſed by 1ts Adventurers was rejected, 
the other way of erecting a new one conſidered, and approved, its fundamental Con- 
ſRirurion delineated, and many Precepts laid down as neceſſary thereto: And a turther 
progreſs was made, wherein many things were offered as whollome methods tor the due 
and prudent carrying on the Trade in a National beneficial way: And laſtly, I came to 
the diffolution of this Company, wherein ſuch Propoſals are tendred as makes it appear 
very feaſible and facile without any prejudiceto' them as to the Trade by any Interval or 
Caſme or any loſs the Company can ſuſtain in us Effe&s, and all thoſe difficule things 
of valuing dead Stock, making good all demands and dues from them, and to them and their 
neat Effects is rendred not only praQticable but exceeding cafie and ſafe ; nor hath any 
thing (as I apprehend) been propoſed under this laſt head that 1n the leaſt doth grate or 
bear hard upon them, but what they themſelves (1t themſelves) muſt heartily and readi- 
ly cloſe with) ic being my ſtudy ſo to compole thele methods, that they might have their 
right end 1n giving content to all Parties by a dividing to all their due Portions, and that 
in a perſpicuous, quick, plain, cheap, equal way, which it eftz&ed 15 what I detired, and 
have molt cordially aimed at; it not, it 15 what I could atrain unto: And fuch 15 your 
candor as to accept of my unfeigned endeavours, and over-look and pardon mv weakneſs. 
Now of theſe particulars that I have gone thro as neceſſary to be conſidered both on the 
erection of a new Company and diſſolving the preſent or old one, it will be needful thac 
ſome of them be ir the body of the Charter or A& it felt, others in the Preamble, and 
ſome only made by Laws, all which and others that may be necetſary, will preſent them- 
ſelves upon peruſal of their Charters and Cuſtoms, and conſideration of the nature of the 
Afﬀair. And as hinted at the beginning, it will be of great uſe that when the Bill be 
drawn up ſome Merchants and perſons vers'd in the Aﬀairs of India, men of clear Spi- 
rits, good Underſtanding, and of tair and even Tempers (not having been of the Ca- 
bals ) be ſummoned to attend the Committee, and bv fome ſele&ted Members thereof be 
conſulted with, which may much conduce to the well modelling this grand Aﬀeair. It 
upon peruſal hereof your ſelf, or imparting thereot to others, ObjeRions do ariſe againſt 
any thing herein laid down, you know my inſufficiency fo well not to impute 1t ; bur as 
to any elſe, I have to defire of them that they would not find fault with words barely, 
ot which I freely confeſs my felt no great Maſter, fo that it may not be apparel'd in a 
modern garb; and its hoped che Age is paſt wherein Men were to be Criminals for a 
word ; but as to the mater and ſubſtance, let them ſearch thereintco, and objet what 
they can, not doubring it will ſtand the teſt, and be found agreeable to the Laws of God 
and Man, particularly our own Laws and Conſtitutions. to Reaſon, Juſtice, Equity, Con- 
icience, Prudence, humane and divine, natural, moral, and ſpiritual, diſtributing to 
2ach one their real Righe and Liberty, and diveſting none of their juſt Privilege and 
Property. But it any have other Appreheniions, I would requeſt they would nor fo 
much acquarrel at, and oppugn theſe my private (it may be) Sentiments, but that as 
rhey manifeſt its inconvemences, ſo alſo they would propoſe and ſhew us lome ——_— 
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cellent wav and method for the better and more National carrying on this ſo g ind, 1m- 
portant Ailair; that 1o Jels etme may be loſt, and then trom the dwertity of Methods 
and Plots that mv be offered, a moſt whollome, ulctul, advantageous, extenhve, Natio- 
nal, fecure, piuacat, thuving, and laſting Model may be extracted, tor the retrieving, 
improving. and citabliſhing this to necetlary and beneficial Commerce to our Nation and 
Potterny, maugice all oppolinon whatever, from treacherous Friends or open Enemues ; 
of both which we have uo want, the greater is our Milerv. I add not more, but await 
what mav be the ifſue; and : ulv whether you know or will beheve 1t or no, mens eyes 
begin to tail . and their hearts :2 tink on this account ; this 15 the ſecond Sefions that 
tis Ati.ar hath been betore you . and nothing ver done atter all the pains therein, fave 
a Vere or fo, winchtho a Revival. ict pafling no further, cauſes ſadnels again ; to you 
as the Subjects of Erg/and have applied themielves for Juſtice and Succour againſt this 
great Socicty , and tho their Plaints are taken notice of, yet Judgment hath not been exe- 
cured, and becauſe hereof thev teem jocund,, concluding they ſhall eſcape ; hence 
ito trom the fame deliv do th: Enemies of our Liberucs, the Locuits of the late

Monarch upon hearing and confidering the Complaint of the Fews under great diſtreiles, 
ſpoils, and tears; when he found they were abuſed ; not only gave them an exempt from 
to power of their Enemies, but alſo hberty to ſtand upon their guard,and to (lay chem that 
had deſigned their ruine ; and for all ther wrongs and cruel uſages to recompence them- 
ſelves by the ſpoils of ſuch their Enemies, Informers, and Perſecutors, tho his Natural Sub- 
jets : Notwithſtanding his Decrees and Proclamations Stſued out before for the proſecu- 
ung and rumng the poor Fews, who could not ſubmit co the impoſitions of thoſe Hea- 
thens ; and this is recorded to all ages for the reputation, honor, glory, and renown of 


that mighty Prince. 


I have yet one more wiſh that the great burthen laid on this and other Plantation Trades 
in the duties importing were well con{idered of and abated (:be groans of rbe Plamations be- 
mg wery great) there is nothing can advance this Nation more, or Ike to Trade, nor any 
thing that more than freedom, eatie and low duties, of which the whole World gives ample
